Unhike'the survivalist mentality of the 50's, which 
usually focused on the entire « ommunity surviving in 
case of nuclear attack, the survivalists of the 80's 
seem determined to survive as family units or as 
members of close-knit groups 

The dilemmas foreseen by survivalists are just

about as vaned as the survivalists themselves 
social and economic collapse. Many are motivated to 
prepare by fears of nuciear war. Some see current 


events leading toward fulfillment of Biblical prophe 


cies centered around the “end-times.”

No matter what shape or size of doom and gloom 
their particular future holds, for the survivalist. the 
key word is ‘prepare’ This preparation ranges from 
common sense lo paranoid imaginings, from simple 
to elaborate 

Number one on the list is food, preferably 
dehydrated or freeze-dried, and water. Depending on 
the individual's perceived potential for disaster, food 
storage supphes range from a week's to several year s 
worth. [he more security conscious opt for a retreat 
located a comfortable distance from population 
centers. Some already reside at these retreats, while 
others plan to flee to theirs when the time is nght. 
These retreats range from spartan to exorbitant. One 
example of the latter is i errene Ark |. Situated 
300 miles south of Salt Lake City, in La Verkin, 
Utah, Terrene Ark lis a 240-unit underground 
tonduminium. Going lor $39,000, the one-bedroom 
furnished apartments come complete with a four-year 
food supply for one. The food is conveniently stored 
in the walls, furniture and ceilings. 
! As might be expected, numerous businesses, 
trany of them mail-order, have sprouted to meet the 
growing demand for survival supphes. One Southern

fornia firm which offers everything from

freeze-dried foods and radiation survey meters to 
weapons, both wholesale and retail, makes over 
$500,000 a month in sales. Other firms specialize in 
one particular area, with dehydrated and freeze-dried 
foods the big sellers 

Just as the scenarios of the future vary among 
survivalists, so do the philosophies. When asked why 
he believed in storing food, a proprietor of a 
Sacramento store which specializes in bulk-food 
storage said, ‘It’s yust common sense. If the bread 
winner in a family is injured or becomes ill for a long 
period of time, the family still has to eat. Storing food 
is one way to be prepared.” 

As far as religious groups go, Mormons teach 
that each family having a year's supply of food is 
wise. One Mormon saw his supply of food as a 
resource to be shared. “If famine or some other 
catastrophe struck, I'd share what | had with those 
who asked 

Others aren't as generous in their outlooks. For 
them, survival includes killing, if necessary. Some go 
so lar as practicing defensive sirategies. In one 
instance, SO adults armed with BB guns divided into

While hard numbers are unavailable on how 
many Americans are survivalists, enough are 
interested that conferences are held that are devoted 
to the subject. Ore such conference in Los Angeles 
last summer, covered the following topics: personal 
security, property security, survival knowledge, gold 
and silver/hard money, financial security, trusts, 
foundation, survival food, home detense devices 
(lethal and non-lethal), security vaults and places, 
private banks, barter, credit, survival locations, and 
overseas tax rehel. Speakers at this conference were 
publicized as not being “ivory tower types but 
veterans of years of ‘trench warfare’ in their 
specialities 

A mere glance of the above topics shows the 
A-to-Z mentality of being prepared for anything that 
consumes many survivalists. The same is true of 
catalogs offenng survival merchandise 

One catalog offers a portable chernical toilet on 
special tor $34.50, so as to avoid epidemics which 

are the greatest fear during an emergency.” Right 
next to ine ad for the chemical toilet is one extolling 
the virtues of starlight might vision goggles, described 
this way: “Designed for night driving, patrols, 
security surveillance, detection of infrared sources 
Electrically 
operated, the goggles will allow you to pick out a 
man-size target up to S00 feet with only the light from 
a quarter moon.” Regularly priced at $8.95 90, the 
goggles were on special at $7,950.00, two for 
$15,500.00 

“Man-sized target;” That descnption along with 
the one of the S.W.A.T. combat extension that gives 
“60 percent 7reater firepower” to a shotgun makes it 
clear that a bend of “every man for himself” attitude 
pervades much of the survivalist movement. 

It makes one want to find a saner solution to the 
survivalists’ nightmares of race wars, economic 
collapse, and nuclear holocaust,

When a typical criminal justice major, especialy one 
listed at 5’6”, 140 Ibs., quietly enrolls at a university, it is 
unlikely that the words ‘football player’ will be on the 
mouths of everybody at the registrar's office. 

Of course, if you're a field goal kicker, size is not really 
very important, but it does help if you have been recruited 
or at least evaluated by the school’s coach. 

For Mark Franceschetti, who has become the Hornets 
number-one kicker and the second leading scorer in the 
Far Western Conlerence, this was not the case. The first 
time CSUS Coach Bob Mattos saw Franceschetti kick was 
at the team's opening practice session before the season. 

At least Mattos had been aware that Franceschetti 
would be coming out, having received a call from 
Franceschetti’s former coach at Modesto Jumor College. 
Franceschetti had been the backup kicker at Modesto, 
because they already had one of the top junior college 
kickers in the country, but the coach recommended 
Franceschetti highly 

“We like having people from out of the general student 
body try out for the team,” said Mattos, “ for any 
position, but especially a kicker, because you can tell if 
they are good on one practice.” 

Franceschetti worked out with the team and was told he 
had won the kicking job a few days before the first game 


“The thing we like about him, is not so much hus range 
as his consistency He just seems to put the ball through the 
middle every time,” said Mattos

panel meeting made available to the Hornet. 

According to the transcripts, Etterbeek requested that 
the hearing be closed “since there is no point . . . to the 
request of the gnevant (Halbrook) since we cannot satisty 
it.” 

“Neither this committee nor any other committee has 
the prerogative or the power to grant money to a student,” 
Etterbeek explained. He was right. 

However, panel members agreed that the panel could 
hear the charges and the evidence and make a recommen. 
dation to the university, and the body of evidence could be 
gathered for presentation to the Board of Control, if the 
panel decided in Halbrook's favor. 

Halbrook’s monetary claim had no memorable 
precedent, so the pane! had to find procedures where there 
were none. Into this shadowy new realm of pseudo 
legalese, Etterbeek made an offer to remove the grade, 
“having discussed this with (the instructor)... of the 
course,’ on the condition that the panel proceed no further 

Panel chair and mathematics professor M. Richard 
Porter wanted Etterbeek to clarify his offer. 

“You're saying the grade should be removed and can 
be. . . as requested,” Porter asked 
Etterbeek wavered 


“No. Maybe in the informal part of the hearing. But if 
you re going to hear charges, | have made no stipulations 
inthe case. As an informal method, to keep it from going to 
gnevance 

“Is thus like a plea bargaining thing?” asked Hughes 

“Yes,” Etterbeek replied 

“In other words, you won't agree to change the grade 
unless the (panel) agrees that only the grade should be 
changed?” Hughes asked 

Again, Etterbeek wavered 

“I don't know If you are going to hear the 
particulars of the grievance, then you have to make your 
own decision.” 

Porter interjected, “I don't believe you've stipulated 
anything.” 

Etterbeek said, “The grade can be changed 

Halbrook then spoke up and specified that she wanted 
her grade removed, as if she had never taken the course. 

“The grade can be removed,” Etterbeek said at last, 
but repeated that the grade would be removed “under the 
condition that the hearings will close.” 

Etterbeek's reluctance to continue was perhaps based 
on the kind of evidence thai might be used to determine the 
validity of Halbrook's charges 

Altogether, the evidence fell into three categones: 

@ Student witnesses or sworn statements (affadavits) 

@ Departmental peer review 

®@ Departmental student evaluations 

The confidentiality of departmental peer reviews are a 
matter of university policy. They could not be used. The 
mathematics department keeps its departmenta! student 


evaluations confidential as a matter of its own policy, a 
discretion permitted to it by Student Rights and Respon 
sibilities. 

That left the burden of proof on Halbrook, who was 
told by Porter in an Oct. 20 letter announcing the heannu 
that “I understand that you plan to call no witnesses 
Halbrook said she was told that she did not need to cal 
witnesses, but she could not remember who told her 

The committee adjourned to give Halbrook time t 
seek out student witnesses and to hear from the instructor 
involved, Hernando de la Cuesta, who was not present at 
the first meeting. 

However, Mclsaac recalled during the heariny that 
“When Etterbeek said he could not give (the confidential 
peer evaluations) to us? Porter said then, “| can assume 
they were nol good or you would have given hem if 
Etterbeek said, ‘Yes, you can assume that 

Etterbeek has refused to cormment on the case, and he 
stands alone. All of the others involvec have commented 
Etterbeek insisted that disclosure of the facts of the case 
would be a “breach of confidentiality 

Halbrook said that after the hearing adjourned she 
found difficulty finding students from the pre-cak

Parking is a concern of studerits 
and faculty alike, and with the onset 
of bad. weather, the number of 
parking cittions is expected to rise, 
according to Parking Director Jim 
Leese. 

At the beginning of each year 
about 4,000 parking citations are 
given a month and the number 
reduced ta about 500 a month by t 
end of the school vear, said Leese. 

Of the citations given, approx: 
mately 92 percent are given for not 
having a parking decal, according to 
Gibson 

“If there is a discrepancy over a 
citation the person should come to 
the office as soon as possible. The 
citations are kept for a few days, ther: 
turned over to the court downtown 
Sometimes there is a mistake, but 
most of the, citations are valid,” 
Gibson said. 

“For students and faculty with 
car breakdowns, or other problems 
requiring them to use a different 
auto, there are temporary permits 
available for as long as needed,"’ 
explained Gibson 

There is a map in the parking 
office with all the lots on campus 
marked. It will help students and 
faculty find the best place to look for 
parking at any given hour of the day
